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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the replies filed on 3/22/04 and 
5/05/04 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there would be not 
burden to examine all the inventions but provide no compelling reasoning or evidence. 
This is not found persuasive because of the reasons of record. Applicant arguments do 
not show that there was any error in the reasons set forth in the restriction s mailed 
10/01/03 and 2/23/04. The species requirement has been withdrawn and the assertions 
set forth by applicant in the response filed 5/5/04 for modification as summarized on 
page numbered 3 of the response of the requirement is agreed with and is adopted. 
Further, claims 119 and 122 are withdrawn from group I since it is clear that the claims 
are directed to methods in vivo (in an animal). The claims under examination are 95 
(Linking claim), 96-115, 117, 120 and 121. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 116, 118, 119, 122, and 123 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the replies filed on 3/22/04 and 5/05/04.

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 95 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

The claimed invention is so broad as to include methods of nucleic acid based 
treatment such as ribozyme, antisense, decoy based treatments. The range of diseases 
is not limited. The invention therefore reads on the treatment of any disease via 
antisense, ribozyme and decoy nucleic acids, for example. The range of compounds 
(antisense, ribozymes and decoys) contemplated for use is quite vast. The specification 
as filed provides few if any specific structures that may impart a treatment of any 
particular disease. The specification does not provide any structure that would define, 
as a class, molecules that may treat any particular disease. The specification has failed 
to disclose sufficiently detailed, relevant characteristics such as functional 
characteristics coupled with a known or disclosed correlation between function and 
structure. One in the art is left to find by a trial and error process, compound that may 
function in the claimed methods embracing nucleic acid based therapy, for example. 
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Claim X is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. This is a written description rejection. 

The specification provides insufficient written description to support the genus 
encompassed by the claim. 

Vas-Cath Inc. v. Mahurkar , 1 9 USPQ2d 1111, makes clear that "applicant must 
convey with reasonable clarity to those skilled in the art that, as of the filing date sought, 
he or she was in possession of the invention. The invention is, for purposes of the 
'written description' inquiry, whatever is now claimed." (See page 1117.) The 
specification does not "clearly allow persons of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that 
[he or she] invented what is claimed." (See Vas-Cath at page 1116.) 

The skilled artisan cannot envision the detailed chemical structure of the 
antisense, ribozymes or decoys encompassedfor use in the instant method claim, 
regardless of the complexity or simplicity of the method of isolation. Adequate written 
description requires more than a mere statement that it is part of the invention and 
reference to a potential method for isolating it. The nucleic acid itself is required. See 
Fiers v. Revel . 25 USPQ2d 1601, 1606 (CAFC 1993) and Amqen Inc. V. Chuqai 
Pharmaceutical Co. Ltd.. 18 USPQ2d 1016. In Fiddes v. Baird . 30 USPQ2d 1481. 
1483, claims directed to mammalian FGF's were found unpatentable due to lack of 
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written description for the broad class. The specification provided only the bovine 
sequence. 

Finally, University of California v. Eli Lilly and Co. , 43 USPQ2d 1398, 1404, 1405 
held that: 

...To fulfill the written description requirement, a patent specification must 
describe an invention and do so in sufficient detail that one skilled in the art can 
clearly conclude that "the inventor invented the claimed invention." Lockwood v. 
American Airlines, Inc. , 107 F.3d 1565, 1572, 41 USPQ2d 1961, 1966 (1997); 
In re Gosteli , 872 F.2d 1008, 1012, 10 USPQ2d 1614, 1618 (Fed. Cir. 1989) (" 
[T]he description must clearly allow persons of ordinary skill in the art to 
recognize that [the inventor] invented what is claimed."). Thus, an applicant 
complies with the written description requirement "by describing the invention, 
with all its claimed limitations, not that which makes it obvious," and by using 
"such descriptive means as words, structures, figures, diagrams, formulas, etc., 
that set forth the claimed invention." Lockwood, 107 F.3d at 1572, 41 USPQ2d 
at 1966. 



An adequate written description of a DNA, such as the cDNA of the recombinant 
plasmids and microorganisms of the '525 patent, "requires a precise definition, 
such as by structure, formula, chemical name, or physical properties," not a 
mere wish or plan for obtaining the claimed chemical invention. Fiers v. Revel , 
984 F.2d 1164, 1171, 25 USPQ2d 1601, 1606 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Accordingly, "an

adequate written description of a DNA requires more than a mere statement that 
it is part of the invention and reference to a potential method for isolating it; what 
is required is a description of the DNA itself." Id. at 1 170, 25 USPQ2d at 1606. 

The name cDNA is not itself a written description of that DNA; it conveys no 
distinguishing information concerning its identity. While the example provides a 
process for obtaining human insulin-encoding cDNA, there is no further 
information in the patent pertaining to that cDNA's relevant structural or physical 
characteristics; in other words, it thus does not describe human insulin cDNA. 
Describing a method of preparing a cDNA or even describing the protein that the 
cDNA encodes, as the example does, does not necessarily describe the cDNA 
itself. No sequence information indicating which nucleotides constitute human 
cDNA appears in the patent, as appears for rat cDNA in Example 5 of the 
patent. Accordingly, the specification does not provide a written description of 
the invention of claim 5. 
Applicant is reminded that Vas-Cath makes clear that the written description 
provision of 35 USC 11 2 is severable from its enablement provision. (See page 1115.) 

Claims 96-1 15, 117, 120 and 121 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
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of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims and limited to the elected 
invention. 

The linking claim 95 has been shown to be non-allowable and the restriction of 
record is maintained.
